If you ask m ost persons w hat the 
World's hippest plants are they will 
probably mention such growths as the 
giant trees of California. the w onder­ 
ful eucalyptus of Australia or the huge 
banyan tree of Asia. 
But they would 
be wrong. 
All those m am m oths of the 
vegetable world are m ere pigmies com­ 
pared with the true m onsters which 
have been seen by ii very few. 
In the deep sea, hidden aw ay from 
man except when fierce storm s tear a 
few of them from their secret beds or 
when the deep sea dredges of some ex­ 
plorer w rest them from 
the 
abyss, 
grow plants that are 1500 feet 
long. 
They are grown seaweeds, with their 
roots in the sunless 
ocean 
bottom, 
where never a spark of light filters 
down, and th eir stem s reaching up 
through a full q u a rte r of a mile of 
ocean. 
I he greatest of these plants has a 
stem only about a q u arter of an Inch 
thick, and at the end of it has a leaf 
or a leaf-llke growth that la GO feet 
long; surely the longest leaf in the 
world. 
This leafy end is beset with 
great bladder-, each as big as an egg. 
The bladders are full of air and ihis 
buoys the vast plant 
up so 
that 
It 
stands upright in the water. 
On our own northw est Pacific coast 
another weed thai grows to be more 
than .‘IOO feet long 
At Its upper end It 
has an air bladder shaped som ething 
like a cask, and from this again there 
grows a tuft of Go or m ore leaf sprays 
which are 39 fe< t long.

by m ounding up with earth, and cover­ 
ing lit** vines if they are not too targe. 
lf you 
have 
neglected cutting out 
the old wood from the raspberry patch. 
see that this is done now. 
All dis­ 
eased canes with anthracnose should 
he removed. 
Put a load of m anure on 
the rhubarb. 
See that the asparagus 
has a top dressing also. 
The vines on 
the veranda, such as clematis, climb­ 
ing roses and Akebia, should be taken 
down soon and given a little coveting 
of earth or some other covering.

Ret ween now and freezing w eather 
an effort should Ive made to clean up 
the rubbish that has gathered through 
the sum m er In the orchard.

the winter will start many fungous 
diseases In the Mitring. 
Ohm of th© 
most troublesome diseases which af­ 
fect die plum orchard Is the brown 
rot. 
Most of the fruit attacked by 
this disease drops off. although som e 
of It will dry up and hang on the tree 
over winter. 
Twigs and leaves may 
also be attacked by It, hence the Im­ 
portance of cleaning

A C O M P O U N D P U L L E Y 


T hree cents for a half dozen screw 
hooks is all the money you need for 
a compound pulley, and any boy or 
girl can m ake one. 
Two large spools, 


two small spools, four strips of wood 
seven inches long, one Inch or a lit­ 
tle less wide, and half an inch thick; 
four sm all blocks of wood and a heavy 


cord, are the nesessary m aterials. 
Cut or saw each spool quite near 
the shoulder, as shown by the dotted 
lines. 
Put a pin 
through the two 
ends of each spool, letting the ends 
project for an axle. 
This gives you 
a very neat wheel. 
Re careful to 
m ake the four wheels of equal thick­ 
ness. 
The four blocks should he each a 
trifle thicker 
than 
the 
wheels, 
as 
broad as the side strips are and about 
one inch long. 
Make two holes in 
each side strip two and a half inches 
from the ends and the size of the 
axles. 
Now you are ready to join the parts. 
T ake two side strips, one large and 
one small spool, place the axles in the 
holes, put a block in position at each 
end and fasten it firmly by m eans of 
glue or screw s or nails, A screw hook 
in each end com pletes one part. 
Make the other part in exactly the 
sam e w*ay and put in the cord as 
show n In the drawing. 
To use the pulley fasten one block 
to the ceiling or some o th er high 
place. 
A ttach the lower block to the 
object you wish to raise. 
It will seem 
surprising how heavy a weight can 
be lifted with but little strength. 
A fterw ard a pulley with six or even 
eight wheels m ay be made, and their 
working compared. 


In parts of Colorado peach trees are

upright position and held in place by 
a couple of crops. 
In placing the trees 
in I he -upright position the ground is 
aaain w atered, and when wet enough 
the trees are raised w ithout difficulty. 
Old trees cannot be successfully h a n ­ 
dled in this m anner. 
The practice 
must be begun with the voting trees 
and continued. 
It is stated th at the 
process seem s to be in no way d etri­ 
mental to the health of the tree, since 
they live as long and bear as much 
fruit according to the size of the top 
as those grown in peach sections.

I'icing imported for the adulteration of 
ilfalfa and other seeds. 
About 450,000 
pounds of C anadian blue grass seed 
ire imported, the chief u*e of which 
is to adulterate the higher priced K en­ 
tucky blue grass seed. 


The Youth's Companion is authority 
for the statem ent that on the island of 
Cos (or Kosl, in the M editerranean, 
n ear th e coast of Asia Minor, there 
stands an oak twenty-five feet in diam ­ 
eter. and which a German scientist 
believes to be two thousand nine hun­ 
dred y ears old. 
The largest tree in the United States, 
according to tit** Christian Advocate 
(New York), ts said to be at tho foot 
of Mount Etna, aud is called "The 
Chestnut Tree of a Hundred Horses.”
